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The Cause of It.

Our Democratic friends in New York,
in not very amiable mood, keep on dis-
cussing why it was that New York state
did not go for Hanecock and hence the
defeat of his election. It is conceded
that the Democrats have chosen 150 elec-
tors, and New York’s additional 35
would have been’'enough. It is also seen
that the interior of New York did not
justify Republican ealeulations and that
the Democracy are not short as many
votes in the whole state as they are short
of their expectations in New York and
Brooklyn. That is to say, if these two
cities had given the majorities for Han-
cpek that the local leaders gave the na-
tional Democracy reason to expect, 1lan-
cock and English  would have been
elected

This is the fact. The explanation of.
it is more difticult to get at.

If Mr. Kelly's supposed candidate for
mayor had run ahead of his ticket. and
had been elected bya large majority, he
would have been open to the suspicion
of having made a triade, but this does
not appear. On the contrary, he nar-
rowly escaped defeat. In the rural coun-
ties where Mr. Tilden’s friends have the
greater influence, the Republican major-
ities were kept down, and Mr. Tilden’s
immediate friends being in charge of the
national canvass, and his relations Lo
them and to the candidate being of the
closest kind, there is no good reason to
lay the blame atl his door.

As we said yesterday, we lelieve ef-
fective Republican rascalily in New
is at the botlom of the reduced Demo-
cratic majority and largely increased
Republican vote there., The candi-
date for vice president, Mr. Chester A.
Arthur, knows all the ins and outs of
New York city politics.  1le has been
in direcl personal charge there, and has
summoned (o hLis aid all the dubiouws
agencies eapable of employment.

At the same time the quarrels of the
New York Demoeraey afforded him aun-
ple opportunity to make his work most
effective. While we see nothing to con-
vict either faction te the New York
quarrel of treachery to Hanceoek, vet
there is much in the condition of things
which their quarrel produaced to have
enabled the Republicans to successtully
combitl their disorganization. We know
very well that  when  tiie  party
Teaders are in state of eonstant alteren-
tion the masses become  dispirited
and ineffective  for  political  aetion.
It matters little which faction is on
top or which is under, which has
the righit or the wrong of il. The fae-
tional fact is the disturbing amd the dan-
gerous one. We happen o know  that
Gen. Haneock  himsell, from the very
oulsel of the strugele, clearly recognized
the weak point in the line—the delay in
the New York city Democracy gelling
together in harmonions cooperation. Ie
had no  desire that one  or  the
other get the advantasze. Like other
sagacions leaders he felt that there was
far more at stake in their differences amd
their reconeciliation than a juggle for

municipal  spoiis. Their first  effort
should have been to lift themeselves
above this, to make loeal nominations

of undoubted strength. that wonld  al-
tract to thew the whaole party vole and
toallow the Tecal Democraey to orga-
nize for the natigpal campaign without
any municipal drawlaecks,  Herein they
failed and henee our woes.

The Cily Treasurer™s Accounts.

The proceedings of council in rezard
to Lthe city treasurer are cerlainly very
remarkable and very blameworthy., A
committee was appointed 1o investigate
hisbooks. Thatl was proper. 1L employed
an accountant Lo do the work. That was
proper. e found adeficit, the committee
said. The commitlee did not ask an
explanation of the treasurer.  Thal was
improper, very. It reported to councils
that the treasurer was o defaulter. That
was improper upon the case as il stood.
The committee. was given authority Ly
one branch to procewd {o collect the al-
leged deficit. That was wrong, when the
deficit was not ceriainly aseerlained.

Now, alter waiting {wo months. the
treasurer sends a communication to the
select council declaring that he thinks it
time thal he shiould be as publicly vindi-
cated as he had been defamed, since
the committee’s expert had again zone
over his books and found that he owed
the city nothing, bhut that the city owed
him a few dollars. The seleet couneil
did not even allow  this communication
to be read. on the ground that it was
premature. That was improper. Prema-
ture indee:d ! 1L would not be prewatare
for men to resion a2l once their oflices
who falsely charge a city ofiicer with be-
ing a defaulter ana do not seize the very
first opportunity to correet their error
and amend their wrong.

We know nothing of the facts further
than they appear in (le procecdings of
councils. Bat il it is trae as stated by
Mr. Welchans, that theexpert who fommd
the deticit in his acceonnts now finds and
has reported to the presidents of eoun-
cils that ue defieit exists, the treaiment
of the treasurer by conneils is simply
imfamous.

The following report of the ecity super-
intendent was read :

To the Board of Bechool Directors of Lancaster,
i.

GeENTLEMEN : Your city superintendent
hereby submits his report for October. He
is happy to report that the schools have
been in good working order during the
month, and that the indicatious are that
fair progress has been made. Some of the
schools are still too large, but this evil
will probably be removed as soon as the
new buildings can be occupied. As will
be secen from the accompanying statistical

report, the whole number of pupils en-
rolled was 3,225, the a attend-
ance was 2,780, and the average
percentage 86, The number of vis-

its made by members of the visit-
ing committees was 14, namely, J. W,
Jackson, 5; C. Schwebel, 2; W. Me-
Comsey, 1; M. Brosius, 4, and 2 not
named. The number of visits made by di-
rectors was 40 ; namely, J. I. Hartman,
1;.J. W. Jackson, 2; H. E. Slaymaker,
4: L. Richards, 4; Rev. C. Reimensnyder,
1;.J. M. Westhaeffer, 1; W. McComsey,
12: ¢, Zecher, 5; Dr. J. Levergood, 4;
W. A. VWilson, 4; D. G. Baker, 2. The
superintendent made 062 visits to the
schools, thus enabling him to make 93 to
the teachers. The number of teachers
present at the meetings, called by grades,
as heretofore—now, however, including
the high school—was 61.

At the beginning of the month a report
of his attendance, comnduct and progress
was sent home with each pupil belonging
to the primary or to the secondary grades
to be examined and signed by his parent,
and then retmimed to the teacher, to be
similarly sent at the close of every month.
It is believed that these reports will, in
some cases at least, prevent truancy, and
they will, in all cases, enable parents to
know what kind of a record their child has
at school during the term, thus providing
the means for intelligent co-operatien with
the teachers. They seem to be highly ap-
preciated, not only by the parents, but
even by the pupils themselves, and the
teachers find in them an efficient aid in
securing better attendance and study, so
that the best results may be confidently
expectly from their use.

As the winter season is approaching it
beeomes necessary to attend more carefully
to whatever might endanger the Aealth of
the pupils attending the public schools.
The low temperature without will neces-
sarily drive and keep both pupils and
teachers in doors, amr prevent, in many
cases, the necessary amount of ventilation.
Under the circumstances, di are very
easily geuerated,especially where many pu-
pils are confined in sinall rooms, and where
those rooms are not kept scrupulously
clean. This truth has been forced on pub-
lie attention quite recently. Again, at the
college of New Jersey, at Princeton,
where typhoid fever, confessedly generated
by the filthy condition of the buildings,
razed to such a degree as to prove fatal to
some of the students. In view of these
facts, it might not be out of place to con-
sider the propriety of amending the
rules as to require the school rooms, and
the approaches thereto, to be swept and
dusted daily, and scrubbed at least once
a month. In addition to the question
of health, the silent influence of
clean surroundings upon the character
shonld not ho overlooked. Cleanliness is
next to godiiness, and the most effectual
way to teach is by example.  That none
of this work should be imposed on the
teachers, who are now occasionally c¢om-
pelled to do it by necessity, and in sheer
sell~defense, requires no argument. No
doubt the sularies of the janitors would
have to be increased somewhat, because
